F o r the feeling th at runs across the long undefended 
border betw een the U nited States and C a n a d a is a cordial 
and friendly one. 
So here 
was a re g re tta b lt 
incident 
which ought to be discussed in friendly fashion and a d ­ 
justed as fairly as possible. 
It has taken six y ears to settle the affair. 
Now a 
final adjustm ent seems imminent. 
Chiet Justice Duff of 
C anada and Suprem e Court Justice Van D evanter of the 
United States 
have examined all the evidence, and re­ 
com m ended th a t the United States apologize to C an ad a 
and pay $ 2 5 ,0 0 0 in dam ages to m em bers of the crew and 
their dependents. 
There seems no reason w h\ our government should 
not immediately accept these findings, and m ake good on 
the affair with willing good g r a c t. 
W hen it genuinely friendly feeling exists between 
tw o countries, there is*little trouble in adjusting satisfac­ 
torily alm ost any di>pute. 
W hen there is no such feeling, 
no machinery can guarantee peaceful settlem ent. 
Both countries should be happy in a condition th a t 
permits such settlement of vexing cases like th at of the 
‘T m Alone.” 
U nfortunately, in a jealous and bitter world, w e’re 
practically alone.
